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A PLAYWRIGHT LOOKS BACK 


Noel Coward, the witty and debonair 
young English actor who has _§ startled 
London and New York by writing such 
gay comedies as “Private Lives” and 
“Design for Living,” such brilliant re- 
vues as “This Year of Grace,” such tune- 
ful operettas as “Bitter Sweet” and Con- 
versation Piece,” and as stirring an his- 
torical pageant as “Cavalcade,” displayed 
yet another facet of his remarkable tal- 
ents this spring with the publication of 
“Present Indicative,” a clear, candid, un- 
varnished autobiography that would have 
delighted the heart of Samuel Pepys. 


Like that other autobiographer, Mr. 
Coward thinks of events and eras in 
terms of his own experience of them. To 
him the war was simply an unpleasant 
interlude in the career of a promising 
juvenile—and he makes no bones about 
it. Deplorable as this attitude may be 
in the minds of serious thinkers, it never- 
theless offers a picture of the author 
such as no flowery flights of feigned pa- 
triotism would have done. His life is the 
stage; the ocean to him a painted back- 
drop, the world of reality an unwelcome 
intruder into his grease paint and stage 
cue existence. 


After laying down “Present Indicative” 
the reader is inclined to turn again to 
his published plays to discover what 
light those candid camera recollections 
may shed upon them. It is his lighter, 
frothier pieces that stand up best 
against the onslaughts of time. “Private 
Lives” remains one of the funniest come- 
dies in modern years, “Hay Fever” a 
glorious piece of premeditated nonsense. 


Of the nine oneact plays that com- 
prise “Tonight at 8:30” the majority be- 
long to this lighter school of writing. 
They are Coward at his gayest, most 
demonair. “Hands Across the Sea” and 
“Ways and Means,” two of the three 
plays that will be presented next week at 
the Playhouse, display the same rare 
sift of high comedy as “Private Lives.” 
They represent Noel Coward in his most 
characteristic, and to date his most suc- 


cessful vein. 


“Still Life,” on the other hand, is a 
distinct departure from anything he has 
written before. It is vigorous, forth- 
right, highly provocative. Perhaps it 
marks an important future trend for the 
author of “Present Indicative.”

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DORIS NOLAN Appearing At The Playhouse Next Week 


No sooner had the Hollywood columnists sharpended their pencils and affixed glamor- 
ous to her name than Doris Nolan proceeded to upset their well planned glorification cam- 
paign, by playing in such gay and frothy comedies as “Top of the Town” and “As Good 
As Married.” Engaged for pictures on the basis of her performance on Broadway as a 
lady of dubious leisure in “The Night of January 16th,’ she proved herself an engaging 
comedienne whose ability to win laughs was not in the least handicapped by her un- 
deniable personal charm. 


Born in New York City, Miss Nolan attended school in New Rochelle and began her 
dramatic careecr with the Reginald Goode players in New York. She was engaged for 
motion pictures but like many ancther actress had to win her spurs on Broadway before 
she could get within hailing distance of a camera. That opportunity occurred in the 
production of “The Night of January 16th,” a courtroom melodrama that Al Woods 
presented two years ago on Broadway with Jack Demsey heading a panel of highly 
interested jurors. The jury may not have agreed upon the innocence of the accused, 
but critics and audience were unanimous in hailing an exciting new personality. 


Hailed by Broadway and Hollywood alike as one of the most gifted young actresses 
of the day, Miss Nolan will appear next week at Dennis in “Hands Across the Sea,” 
“Still Life,’ and “Ways and Means,” three of the one-act plays by Noel Coward that 
took Boston and New York by storm last season. For a young lady who has just turned 
twenty-one she has done remarkably well in her chosen career. Her roles in “Tonight 
at 8:30” will call upon her talents both as comedienne and dramatic actress, an assign- 
ment to tax the nerves of any star but not one to phase as versatile an actress as 
Miss Nolan. 
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MARGARET ANGLIN during the 
course Of a long and distinguished career 
has played all forms of drama from 
Greek tragedy to modern cemody. She 
toured under the banner of the late 
Charles Frohman, was starred by him 
on Broadway, and played leading roles 
in such memorable dramas as “Mrs. 
Dane’s Defense,’ “Diplomacy,” “The 
Wilderness,” and “The Great Divide.” 
Miss Anglin scored a great personal suc- 
cess at the Cape Playhouse two years 
ago with her performance in “Fresh 
Fields.” 

TAMARA will be remembered as the 
singer who introduced “Smoke Gets in 
Your Eyes” in “Roberta”, and if the song 
is likely to be associated with her for the 
remainder of her career, that is no dis- 
credit to her manner of singing it. 
Among the other plays in which she has 
appeared on Broadway are “Crazy 
Quilt,” “Free for All,” and “Americana.”
